MADISON’S MOTION TO INTERVENE 

Come the Joint Applicants, Orchard Grass Utilities, Inc. (“Orchard Grass”) and the 

Oldham County Sanitation District (“OCSD”), by counsel, and for their Response to the Motion 

to Intervene filed by and on behalf of Robert L. Madison, state as follows: 

This case concerns the Joint Application filed by Orchard Grass and the OCSD requesting 

the Public Service Commission (“Commission”) to approve the transfer of the water treatment 

facilities owned by Orchard Grass to the OCSD pursuant to a stock purchase agreement. Orchard 

Grass owns and operates the “Orchard Grass” wastewater treatment plant, which is the 

wastewater collection system served by the Orchard Grass wastewater treatment plant and the 

pump stations related thereto, as well as the “Willow Creek” wastewater treatment plant, which 

is the wastewater collection system served by the Willow Creek wastewater treatment plant and 

the pump station related thereto. Mr. Madison, a resident receiving service from the Willow 

Creek wastewater treatment plant, seeks to intervene in this case, claiming that he has a special 

interest in the proceeding that is not otherwise adequately represented. Orchard Grass and the 
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
